Coming soon: town s 
mammoth jobs boom 


AN EMPLOYMENT boom is on 
its way to Haverhill. 

More than 900 new jobs are due to 
be created in the town in the next 12 
months - a figure three times greater 
than the total number of local people 
registered as unemployed. 

Members of the Haverhill Partnership were 
told of the town’s thriving job prospects at 
their meeting on Monday. And even more 
employers are keen to move in. 

James Talbot, economic development 
officer for St Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
said the new Tesco store, due to open next 
year, would create the lion’s share of those 
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jobs, with around 500 people expected to be 
taken on. 

The nearby cinema and restaurant comp¬ 
lex, due to open later this year, would also 
provide plenty of job opportunities, and work 
has already begun on the new 30,000 sq ft 
Culina Logistics regional storage and dist¬ 
ribution centre, which will create 350 jobs 
when it opens later this year. 

A new building being constructed for the 
HID Corporation on the Haverhill Business 
Park will generate another 55 jobs, and an 
Indian pharmaceutical company interested in 


opening premises in the town would create 
another 20 positions. 

Mr Talbot said discussions were also on¬ 
going with many companies, including one 
which is planning a move from Bury St 
Edmunds and is considering the former 
Project Office Furniture site as an option. 
Waste recycling company Nursery Trades had 
been considering expanding its Haverhill 
operations and creating another 200 jobs, but 
this had been postponed for the time being. 

Mike Dawson, the borough council’s dir¬ 
ector for Haverhill, said the town’s economy 
was currently extremely buoyant. 

He said: “Very few areas can demonstrate 
the growth that Haverhill has got.

“We aim to 
price match” 
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Clinic plan offers nothing new, say GPs 
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LOCAL doctors have branded 
plans for a new walk-in health 
clinic in Haverhill as little more 
than “a glorified GP practice”, 
with no additional services. 

Suffolk Primary Care Trust 
(PCT) revealed last month that 
the town was its preferred site 
for the first drop-in clinic in the 
county. It would be open seven 
days a week from 8am to 8pm. 

The news came after doctors 
from three practices in the town 
had protested, with support from 
a 10,000-signature petition, 


against the PCT’s plan to cut 
their budgets by almost £300,000 
over the next five years. 

A draft consultation document 
issued by the PCT gives details of 
what services the new clinic 
would provide. PCT represent¬ 
atives will attend a full Haverhill 
Town Council meeting at Castle 
Manor Business and Enterprise 
College on Tuesday, March 25 at 
7pm to discuss the plan. Mem¬ 
bers of the public who attend 
may be able to speak. 

A spokesman for the Christ¬ 


mas Maltings Surgery in Camps 
Road, which led the doctors’ 
protest, noted that not all ser¬ 
vices at the clinic would be 
available to people who were not 
registered patients. Initially, the 
clinic would not provide any 
additional services which are not 
already available in the town, 
although extra services could be 
provided later. 

The spokesman said doctors 
were surprised that one of the 
reasons Haverhill had been 
chosen was because it had 


deprived areas, when they had 
been told no extra money was 
available when the same reason 
was put forward to oppose budget 
cuts. 

“It seems like nothing more 
than another glorified GP 
practice that we do not need. 
There is not a single service 
listed that we are not already 
providing,” the spokesman said. 

The consultation period on the 
plan runs until April 16. More 
details can be found at www.

“I started going to the gym 
at Haverhill Leisure Centre 
and then six months later I 
joined Weight Watchers, also 
at the centre. 

“I have always been quite 
active, I do salsa dancing and 
re-enact historical battles. I 
have always been quite 
adventurous, but I could not 
have done the 20-mile Grizzly 
multi-terrain event in Devon 
I have just completed if I was 
still 19st. 



“I set myself special goals. 
When I reached 15st I started 
horse riding and I have pass¬ 
ed 13st, so I am saving up for 
my wing walk. When I reach 
list I am going to buy a new 
wardrobe, I love being able to 
wear pretty clothes now. 

Gill is hoping to do the 
London Marathon in under 
six hours and contribute to 
the Weekly News Hospice at 
Home Appeal, which aims to 
raise £40,000 for St Nicholas 
Hospice so that patients from 
the Haverhill area can rec¬ 
eive treatments and therap¬ 
ies in their own homes, 
instead of having to travel to 
Bury St Edmunds. 

She said: “I am happy to 
support the appeal.

“I think it gives people 
options of where they receive 
treatment.

“It is really marvellous to see that if 
you add up the numbers there are 900 
new jobs to come in the next 12 months or 
so, there are three times as many jobs 
coming to Haverhill as there are people 
unemployed.

“People may earn more money in 
Cambridge, but Haverhill will pay more 
than the surrounding rural areas and it 
will be a magnet for work for people in 
the villages.

‘Pubs may close’ as 
drinkers stay away 


PUBS in Haverhill could be forced to 
close unless they can turn around a 
dramatic decline in evening trade. 

That’s the stark warning from Gordon 
Mussett, chairman of the Haverhill Pub- 
watch scheme. 

He told members of the Haverhill Part¬ 
nership Group that pubs which had cust¬ 
omers queuing up to get in last year were 
now closing on a Friday night because of a 
lack of trade. 

During a discussion on how the town’s new 
cinema and restaurant complex, which is 
due to open later this year, could boost the 
local evening economy, Mr Mussett said he 
feared pub closures were inevitable in the 
current climate. 

He said: “Publicans always say they are 
hard up but when the majority of pubs close 
on a Friday night because there is not 
enough business you start to worry 

“Maybe the cinema will bring people back 
into the town at night instead of going into 
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Cambridge. It seems to be a very difficult 
year for them so far. Eighteen months ago 
you would queue up to get into The Bell and 
now it is often closed.” 

Anne Gower, the new chairman of the 
partnership group, said: “If you give young 
people the choice they would go to Cam¬ 
bridge. 

“A lot of them perceive that there is 
nothing for them in Haverhill where they 
want to go. When the cinema is up and 
running and the leisure centre is back on 
stride it might revitalise the town at night.” 

Steve Currell, who has been landlord of 
The Woolpack pub in Haverhill for the past 
six years, agreed trade was down and other 
landlords in the town had found the same. 

He said he had been closing early on 


Friday nights for several years, but was still 
busy on Saturdays and lunch times during 
the week. 

“Trade is definitely down everywhere,” he 
said. 

“I think people are feeling the increase in 
mortgage rates and don’t have the money to 
spend. The smoking ban probably has an 
effect at this time of year as people don’t like 
to stand outside in the cold, but they don’t 
mind in the summer.” 

He added: “Friday night has never been 
busy, it’s always quiet in the town, but it is 
even quieter this year. A lot of Haverhill 
people have changed their drinking habits, 
but I think it will run its course, these things 
go in peaks and troughs. 

“I am probably one of the busiest pubs, but 
takings are down on last year. We now do a 
lot more food and when Tesco comes they are 
revamping the road outside so we hope to 
become the first pub in the town with its own 
frontage.”

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Gales leave homes 
and firms in dark

THOUSANDS of people, 
including many Clare 
and Haverhill residents, 
were left without power 
on Monday morning as 
high winds disrupted 
the region’s electricity 
network. 

Clare Middle School was 
forced to close by mid¬ 
morning and many shops in 
the town centre closed be¬ 
cause they had lost power, 
along with many homes. 

Greengrocer John Orbell 
was planning to launch a ban 
on plastic bags in his shop - 
replacing them with paper 
ones - but lack of power 
forced him to shut up shop. 

He said: “Things did not 
work out quite as planned. 

“Some shops did have 
partial power, but I had 
nothing at all. 

“All my scales and tills are 
electric, so I had to close, 
although I would rather be at 
work. 

“The Bell Hotel staff were 
told that it could be 24 hours 
before the power is back on.” 

A spokesman for EDF 
Energy said the high winds 
had caused localised faults 
which were being dealt with, 
but forecasts of further 
strong gusts meant more dis¬ 
ruption was likely. 

Speaking on Monday, the 
spokesman said: “We have 
brought in extra staff to help 
restore supplies as quickly 
and safely as possible. 

“Our latest figures show 
that about 6,000 customers 
are without supply because of 
high voltage faults to the 
network. 

“EDF Energy Networks 
engineers are due to invest¬ 
igate an interruption to the

electricity supply in Wratting 
Road, Haverhill, which has 
left 27 customers without 
power. 

“Staff are also working to 
restore supply to about 10 
customers remaining without 
supply in Clare, after a fault 
on an overhead line caused 
power to be interrupted to 
about 1,000 customers. 

“Our call centre staff have 
spoken with 3,000 customers 
this morning and we will 


continue to try and keep 
customers updated as the day 
progresses. 

“Further high winds are 
predicted this week and if 
they are as strong as forecast, 
they are likely to cause 
damage to our overhead 
power lines. 

“We continue to monitor 
the situation and make 
preparations as part of our 
on-going emergency plan¬ 
ning.”

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Celebrating 
history of the 
computer age 



P eter Snow, of 

Tomorrow’s World fame, 
was in Haverhill last week 
filming at the town’s new 
Centre for Computing History. 
Raw Television is making a new 
science/history series for Channel 5 
and the History Channel presented by 
Peter Snow, to be televised later this 
year. The series is all about great 
British scientists and engineers who 
were the unsung heroes behind some 
of the most remarkable feats of British 
technology in recent decades. 
Episodes will include the first mobile 
phone network, the Lotus 25, the 
Intercity 125 Train, the Harrier Jump 
Jet, Black Arrow - Britain’s first home- 
launched satellite, and Elite - the first 
3D role playing computer game. 

The Centre for Computing History was 
contacted by Raw Television which 
was looking for vintage computers to 
make the programme on Elite. They 
did not expect to find everything they 
required in one place, but the Haverhill 
museum was able to provide the lot - 
a BBC Micro, Acorn Atom, Apple 11 
and other items from the Elite era of 
the early 1980s.

Acornsoft Elite was the first in a new 
generation of 3D space games 
featuring interstellar travel in a distant 
cluster of galaxies. It was arguably the 
first home computer game to use 3D 
vector graphics with hidden lines 
removed. Written by David Braben and 
Ian Bell, two undergraduates at Jesus 
College, Cambridge, Elite was 
released for the BBC Micro in 1984 
and sold over 150,000 copies. 

A1980s office set was created at the 
Centre for Computing History for Peter 
Snow to use. This office immersed him 
in computing history with items like old 
computers, gadgetry, disks, cassette 
players and keyboards from the early 
to mid-80s. The centre was even 
asked to program some of the 
machines. Luckily one of the directors, 
Jason Fitzpatrick, possessed the skills 
to create instructions in BASIC and 
assembly code for the BBC Micro. 

The team were so impressed with 
Jason’s familiarity with the subject that 
he was interviewed by Peter Snow 
and will feature in the final programme. 
Peter Snow said: “The Centre for 


Computing History is an inspirational 
initiative. It is a wonderful idea and an 
extremely valuable resource, 
especially as most of the machines 
work! What an impressive and quite 
remarkable collection, and how 
forward-thinking of this group of 
people. Jason’s knowledge of the 
subject is outstanding! 

“I have asked to be kept informed of 
future developments and will be taking 
a keen interest in the centre’s 
progress. I wish it every success.”

The Centre for Computing History has 
been established in Haverhill to create 
a permanent, public exhibition that 
tells the story of the Information Age. 
At its core is an internationally 
significant collection of computers, 
related artefacts, memorabilia and 
associated materials. 

The museum is the concept of Jason 
Fitzpatrick who has been amassing 
items for the collection for 20 years. A 
number of local business people, 
including Nic Rumsey of Haverhill 
Business Park, have become involved, 
a steering committee has been formed 
and a website launched. Emails have 


been pouring in from across the UK, 
Europe and the USA and the museum 
has an interim home. 

Haverhill is a suitable location because 
the core collection already exists there, 
the area lacks any substantial heritage 
provision, and it is close to Cambridge 
where Charles Babbage, widely 
known as the “father of computing”, 
read Mathematics at Trinity College. 

Mr Fitzpatrick said: “We hope to create 
a world-class visitor attraction in 
Haverhill that will dramatically alter the 
town’s profile. We believe the Centre 
for Computing History will act as a 
powerful catalyst for the town’s 
ongoing economic and cultural 
renaissance.” 


YOUR GUIDE TO 
MOVING HOME

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—, Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


□ Send off change of address cards. 

_ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ u Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


J Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes.

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Kind act 
takes turn 
for worse 

AN ACT of kindness ended in 
violence after a late-night 
reveller turned on a man he 
had been helping, a court has 
heard. 

Lewis Smith, of Cangle 
Junction, Haverhill, went to 
the aid of two people carrying 
a drunken man to a vehicle in 
Cambridge city centre in the 
early hours of February 17. 

CCTV captured Smith first 
helping carry the man - then 
turn on him with a head-butt 
and punches, city magistrates 
were told. 

Police who saw part of the 
attack arrested Smith. But, 
interviewed later he could 
remember little of the 
incident. 

The cause of Smith’s inab¬ 
ility to recall the episode was 
not alcohol, Jeremy Kendal 
told the court in mitigation. 
The 22 year old suffered a 
brain injury in a hit and run 
accident two years ago which 
had led to memory problems, 
Mr Kendal added. 

Smith, who has an assault 
on a police officer on his 
record from last summer, 
admitted carrying out the 
attack and had been “dis¬ 
appointed and ashamed” 
when he viewed the CCTV 
and saw for himself what he 
had done, the court heard. 

Sentence was adjourned 
until next month pending 
probation reports.

A HAVERHILL man accused 
of shoving a glass into the 
face of another drinker in an 
unprovoked attack has den¬ 
ied the offence. 

The incident is alleged to have 
taken place outside The Bull public 
house as the victim handed back a 
mobile phone to Ian Hutchinson, 
which had been dropped on the 
ground. 

Hutchinson, 35, this week went on 
trial at Ipswich Crown Court where 
he has pleaded not guilty to a charge 
of assault causing actual bodily 
harm. 

Prosecutor Ian Pells told the jury 
that as Hutchinson, of Connaught 
Road, Haverhill, left the pub on July 
1 last year, he dropped his mobile 
phone. 

Another customer who was sitting 
outside the pub, Christopher 
Robbins, bent down and picked up 
the phone. But as he handed it back 
he was assaulted without warning. 

Hutchinson was said to have 
pushed a pint beer glass into Mr 
Robbins’ face, causing a serious cut 
above his eye and other lacerations. 

Mr Pells said that despite denying 
any involvement in the attack, 
Hutchinson’s clothes were seen to be 
bloodstained by a female friend who 
told police she had called at his flat 
later the same evening. 

Landlord of The Bull, Clifford 
Webb, told the court how he had 


been drinking inside the pub with 
friends and had escorted Hutch¬ 
inson off the premises following the 
incident. 

Mr Webb denied defence suggest¬ 
ions that the man he escorted from 
the pub had not been Hutchinson. 

Pc Rebecca Lower, who invest¬ 
igated the incident, said she inter¬ 
viewed Hutchinson on two occasions 
before he was charged on September 
1. He had denied being involved in or 
seeing any attack on Mr Robbins. 

Hutchinson, who suffered severe 
injuries when he was the victim of a 
hit and run accident in November 
2006 and has been unable to work 
since, told the jury: “I don’t go out 
socialising because if I get a knock I 
could be back into hospital.” 

The former forklift driver said 
that after walking from his flat to 
The Bull he had met with friends 
before returning home about 15 
minutes later. 

Hutchinson said: “I went straight 
home and lay on my bed. I took a 
sleeping tablet and that is where I 
woke up Monday morning.” 

He denied attacking Mr Robbins 
or being aware of any disturbance at 
The Bull. 

Terry Spooner, who was one of the 
friends Hutchinson had met at The 
Bull, said he saw him leave after 
saying he felt unwell and was 
unaware of any kind of disturbance 
or attack. 

The jury has retired to consider a 
verdict.

Childhood dream is 
a giant act to follow

TWO friends will realise a 
childhood dream this week 
when their opera David and 
Goliath echoes around 
Queens’ College Chapel. 
Cambridge composer Samuel 
Hogarth, who wrote the new work 
with librettist Guy Perry, said: 
“When we were very young, about 
9 or 10, we started thinking about 
the idea. We wanted to do it as a 
musical, I don’t know how much 
we had thought it through. 

“I think I had gone to see a 
musical for the first time and I 
thought it was cool so being an 
objectionable and precocious kid I 
thought, ‘I can do that!’. 

“We came up with about two 
numbers and got no further. I had 
completely forgotten about it and 
then when I got this commission 
we remembered it again.” 

That commission came from the 
New Chamber Opera company 
based in Oxford where Sam 
studied music. Since 2006 he has 
been the college musician at 
Queens’, which has supported 
him in the difficult task of getting 
the production off the ground. 
“There are plenty of people writing 
operas and it’s never died as an 
art but these things are just 
incredibly expensive to stage,”

says Sam. “It’s very hard to do 
unless you have somebody 
backing you which we are very 
lucky to have with Queens’.” 

The two friends behind the piece 
bring different aspects to the 
work. Sam’s experiences include 
writing for the National Youth 
Orchestra Sinfonietta, premiers at 
the Royal Academy of Music and 
contributing two jazz piano pieces 
to the recent Angelina Jolie film A 
Mighty Heart. Guy is completing a 
doctorate in history and admits to 
a fascination with religion, ancient 
myths and psychology. 


“We talked about it a lot and then 
there was a lot of email tennis,” 
says Sam on their writing process. 

“We worked out a rough outline 
and argued a bit about what 
should go in what scene and how 
we would create the drama. 

“We probably spent about two or 
three months on that stage and 
then he started sending me a 
scene at a time and I would say, 
This won’t work to music’ or ‘I 
need some more text here’ until 
we got there.” 

The music for the piece has been 
inspired by the composers Britten 
and Tippett and looks at the 
biblical tale of David and Goliath 
from a new angle. 

“What it does is take a critical look 
at the story, so instead of David 
being a hero and Goliath being a 
big evil giant the idea is Goliath is 
a myth and David is in fact quite a 
nasty slippery character who uses 
that myth to manoeuvre himself 
into a position of power. 

“The plot is about the relationship 
between David and King Saul who 
is possessed by evil spirits. David 
comes to Saul and plays his harp 
to calm him down and he sees 
him as a way of getting power.”

Ford has got it all in Focus 


ONLY one body panel from 
the old Ford Focus has been 
retained in the new - the 
roof. 

Somehow when everything looks 
so different with the new car, 
retaining the roof seems slightly 
odd but I got the information from 
no less a personage in the Ford 
organisation than Igor Fishbein. 
Igor is a German-speaking Russian 
whose obvious talents rapidly took 
him to the halls of power in Ford’s 
European operation. 

Igor was responsible for the 
interior of the new car and has an 
ingeniously simple approach to 
problems. For example, it was 
decided to raise the shoulder height 
of the windows across the design, 
so whereas you and I would have 
set to on the back of an envelope to 
raise all the side panels, Igor took 
the other way out. He simply 
lowered the seat by lOcms. 

Thinking like that obviously got 
Igor where he now is and he 
applied similarly ingenious logic to 
the rest of the interior. Now the 
Focus exudes a certain quality, the 
instruments are fun to look at with 
twinkling chrome here and there,

while the centre console wraps 
round the driver apparently 
causing him to think he is in some 
kind of spaceship. 

Both petrol and diesel engines 
will be featured in the new car, 
orders for which are being taken 
now. Ford says it expects the 1.6- 
litre Zetec petrol to be the best 
seller with the diesels taking a 
relatively small amount of the 
market. This is in marked contrast 
with other makers who tell me 
diesel is the thing and this is where 
there big sales lie. 

I found the 2.0-litre diesel in both 
estate and hatchback form, a first 
class package. There is a rush of 
noise when the diesel is 
accelerated hard but on the 
positive side the acceleration is 
positively startling. Petrol 
versions are equally nippy but 
have the advantage of greater

smoothness and silence. 

The estate version offers a very 
generous rear end with tie-down 
rings on the cargo floor. The hatch¬ 
back also has a roomy boot area 
which with folding rear seats offers

With an on the road price 
starting at £11,945 the new car is 
technically £250 more than the old 
but as it throws in electronic 
traction control as standard Ford 
reckons it is actually the same. To 
get a more realistic idea of price 
the Zetec, which is considered to be 


the best seller, comes in an £14,695 
and the Titanium flagship of the 
range costs £15,445 upwards. 

Specification levels include the 
Studio, Style, Zetec, Titanium and 
ST. 

Basically... 

A fresh look and feel for an old 
favourite. The top end of the range 
is now facing stubborn opposition 
from most makers and might not 
find it quite so easy to retain its 
position at the top end of the sales 
tree.

VIRGIN boss Sir Richard 
Branson has called on the 
UK Government to create 
hydrogen fuel filling 
stations to help the fight 
against climate change. 

The Virgin chairman also 
appealed to governments 
worldwide to build hydrogen 
garages. 

His call came as Virgin 
announced that it was teaming 
up with car giant General 
Motors to offer zero-emissions 
hydrogen fuel cars as part of 
Virgin’s limo service for first 
class passengers. 

The first of three of these cars 


will be tested out in Los Angeles 
and then a further three will be 
trialled in New York. 

Virgin wants to bring the cars 
to London but there are no 
hydrogen filling stations in the 
capital as yet. 

Sir Richard said: “Our 
mission to be the sustainable 
airline is clear, both on the 
ground and in the air. 
Partnerships such as this with 
General Motors shows that we 
are pioneering in the aviation 
industry when it comes to 
reducing emissions at every 
stage of our passengers’ 
journey.” 

Sir Richard went on: “We are 


calling upon governments world 
wide, not just the UK and the 
US, to assist our businesses by 
building hydrogen filling 
stations in key cities so that 
drivers can fill up their cars 
more easily. 

“As a first step, existing filling 
stations could add renewable 
energy pumps alongside other 
fuel pumps.” 

General Motors planning vice 
president Dr Larry Burns said 
that the deal with Virgin 
represented “a great partner¬ 
ship”. 

Meanwhile a new emission- 
free concept car is to be 
launched by the Morgan Motor 


Company, it was revealed this 
week. 

The Morgan LifeCar, which is 
powered by a hydrogen fuel cell, 
has been unveiled at the 2008 
Geneva International Motor 
Show. 

The aim of the concept car is 
to “demonstrate that a zero- 
emission vehicle can also be fun 
to drive”, according to the 
Worcestershire-based company’s 
website. 

“The combination of 
performance, range and fuel 
economy will allow a sporting 
driver of the future to 
demonstrate a concern for the 
environment,” the website said. 


Dacia Sandero all set for UK market 


Just four years after the 
launch of the Logan, the 
Dacia story continues with 
Sandero, an affordable, 
spacious and robust five- 
door hatchback. 

Depending on the 
market, Dacia’s 2008 line¬ 
up features five vehicles: 
Logan saloon, Logan MCV 
(seven-seat estate), 
Sandero, Logan Van and 
Logan Pick-up. The brand’s 
dramatic rise continued in 
2007, with overall growth of 
17.2 per cent worldwide. 
Most notably, growth was 


up 67.9 per cent in Western 
Europe, thanks in no small 
part to the success of the 
Logan MCV. 

The launch of the Dacia 
Sandero means that 2008 
will be a key year in the 
company’s expansion. 
Launched alongside the 
new model was a new logo, 
moving a little more 
upmarket with the aim to 
convince buyers that it is a 
serious contender. Dacia is 
also thinking carefully about 
its expansion as the 
Romanian manufacturer is

proposing to only launch 
vehicles in a new market 
that are suited to the 
nation’s driver’s require¬ 
ments. 

The Sandero shares its 
platform with the rest of the 
Dacia models, making the 
range cheaper with no 
chassis development costs, 
but it is the first time that 
Dacia will be competing in 
the highly competative city 
hatchback market. 

In keeping with the Dacia 
brand, the Sandero is 
positioned at the entry-level 
end of the market and aims 
to offer more equipment 
and space for less money 
than the rival manufacturers 
offerings. 

More details on the 
brand and models set for 
release in UK specification 
will be announced closer to 
the launch date. Prices are 
also unavailable but, 
considering the Logan 
saloon is available on the 
continent for around 
£5,500, you can expect 
prices in the UK to be far 
lower than the established 
competition.

player each, with the ability to 
swap files via Bluetooth. 

The concept doesn’t lack 
for performance either with a 
two litre turbocharged engine 
pushing out 197bhp. More 
importantly, though, is the 
torque figure of 2071b ft, giving 
the Coupe Concept effortless 
acceleration potential. 

When Renault say this is a 
preview for a future model, 
let’s hope they keep as many 
features as possible.

Taylor quits as 
budget slashed 


STEVE Taylor has called time on 
his spell in charge of Haverhill 
Rovers after he was given the news 
that his budget was to be cut in half 
between now and the end of the 
season. 

The former Ely City boss took over from 
Richard Carter in October 2006 and carried 
the Suffolk club to a history-making 
appearance in the final qualifying round of 
the FA Cup, a Ridgeons League First 
Division Knockout Cup win and promotion 
to the Premier Division. 

Taylor: “I was told that the budget was 
going to be cut in half between now and the 
end of the season, so I have decided now is 
the right time to go. 

“I’ve had two good years there. I almost 
quit earlier in the season, but to be fair the 
committee improved the budget then, but I 
am not prepared to go to the players now and 
tell them their money has been cut. 

“We’ve done really well in the FA Cup the 
last two seasons and won a trophy last year 
as well as promotion, and are in the top six 
now, but I will probably just put my feet up 
for now and enjoy the break.” 

But Taylor, who decided enough was 


enough after Saturday’s 1-0 defeat to 
Mildenhall, lays some of the blame at the 
foot of the town of Haverhill after its 
residents failed to get out and match his 
side’s-on-the-field success by flooding 
through the turnstiles. 

He added: “I can understand the 
committee’s decision because we have not 
had the support we deserve from the town 
this season, which means we haven’t had the 
gates to keep the budget up.” 

Rovers chairman Steve Brown is sad to see 
Taylor go, but is not surprised, and he had 
looked to veteran defender Colin Vowden to 
take up the reins from now until the end of 
the campaign, but he has had a change of 
heart and left to join Newmarket. 

So club captain Marcus Hunt will be in 
charge for Saturday’s game at home to 
Felixstowe & Walton, with help from former 
first-team boss and current committee 
member Paul Goodman. 

Brown said: “I think Steve has struggled 
with work commitments, but the budget was 
the straw that broke the camel’s back. 

“There is no animosity and we wish Steve 
well, but we were not prepared to go 
thousands in debt and things have been a bit 
too stretched since we came up.”
